CREATING RESOURCES. 
The Forestry branch of the Dom- 
inion Department of Agriculture has 
distributed some 2,300,000 — trees 
among western farmers during the 
present season. Altogether some 10,- 
000,000 trees have been distributed to 
settlers and planted on the plains 

during the past ten years. 

This is a very good start in the 
business of forest-creation on the 
prairies—a business which is bound 
to efigage the attention of our gov- 
ernments and people more in the fu- 


‘ture perhaps than we imagine, be-| 
cause it is a business in which he 
who helps himself helps the country 
also. 

Timber the world over is becoming 
searcer, the demand groater and the 


prices higher year by year Euro- 


pean ships load daily with B.C. ship- 
timber at our Pacifie ports. So de- 
pleted have the timber resources of 
the United States become that the 
American mill men gare buying large 
tracks in British Columbia and the 
duty on imported lumber was remov- 


ed in order to secure British Colum- 


bia material for rebuilding San Fran-| 
cisco. If the Ontario pioneers had} 
only known it the timber they de- 
stroyed would be more valuable in 
1907 than the land they cleared 
There is no appearance that the 
general price of lumber will perma-| 
nently decline in future. Though 
wood has been replaced to a large de- 
gree by iron and concrete as n- 
struction material, still the amount 
of lumber used in building was never 


80 great as to-day. Our own home 


demand and our export trade are 
both certain to develop very rapidly 
and this much appears clear, that 
Canada will have for a very long 
time a ready market both at home 
and abroad for all the forest products 
that can be produced. 

It is true that to meet this demand 
we have standing forests in the nor- 
thern half of the Dominion and ia 
British Columbia of really unknown! 
and unconjectured value. Year by| 
year these will be made available by 
the construction of new railway line 
or the opening of new waterways and| 
will be called upon to supply the de- 
mand. But, however immense those | 
forest reaches, there must come al 
time when they will be exhausted, 
and if we have not foreseen that 
time and prepared other sources of, 
timber supply the benefits of the luin- 
ber trade must be lost to us 

This is the difference between the) 
forest and most other forms of nat- 
ural resources—timber resources may 
be created, renewed and maintained 
# constant source of useful material 
and of profit; many other of nature's | 
resources have no reproductive pows r| 
nor has man any skill in their man 
ufacture, Once they are gone they 


are gone forever. An iron mine once 


“worked out” can never be renewed 
A deposit of building stone once 
quarried cannot be replaced. A marl 
bed once converted into cement can 
not again be filled with mail by any| 
commercially protitable 
known to man. A coal seam once 
dug out and burned has been destroy 
ed forever. Not so with the forest 


Once it has been destroyed it may 
be replaced; and it may even be made 
to grow where none has formerly az-| 
isted j 

It is in this possibility of forest 
creation that the people of the prair 
ies are interested rather than in that 
ot forest preservation or renewal, De- 
apite the large timber areas available 
in the Edmonton and Prince Albert 
distyidte® the great prajrie” country: 
generally has no timber, Rail trans- 
portation of timber is expensive and 
affords in itself a sufficient reason 
wliy the prairie settlers should prefer 
to create forests in the central and 
southern portions of the country than 
to depend on British Columbia and 
the northerly districts for their fut- 
ure supply. 

There is another excellent reason 
Forests have an admittedly remark- 
able effect on climate. The growing 
trees make splendid ‘‘wind-breaks” 
for sheltering stock in winter and pro- 
tecting crops, gardens and fruit trees 
from cold winds in late spring or 
early summer. Again large forest 
areas are recognized as affecting very 


tlor to set ont forest trees in localities) 
where they do not grow naturally and 
to preserve and protect them where 
found already growing. By so doing 
he builds a shelter for his crops and 
stock, provides a source of revenue 
to those who shall come after him 
and adds to the resources of the 
country—all at comparatively little 
cost to himself. It is a worthy work 
and one in which every public-epirit 


ed citizen should be interested, 

In aiding this work of forest-crea- 
tion the Federal Government is do- 
ing splendid work. Beside the dis 
tribution of trees by the Department 
of Agriculture to farmers, timber re- 
serves have been set aside at various 
points in the prairie country for the 
double purpose of preserving the tim- 
ber already growing and of providing 
ered areas. These have been selected 


with regard to the conformation and 


drainage systems of the country, that 
their influence on the moisture sup- 
ply may be best utilized.

Mr. Warner 
replied that it appeared to him com- 
petition was eliminated by combina- 
tion, 

Cemmissioner's Experience. 

Commissioner Campbell stated that 
a jew years ago he made a_ trip 
through this country and observed 
many independent butcher shops, 
which now were supplanted by those 
of the P. Burns Company. 

In support of his .cantention that 
the Government should = establish 
packing houses, Mr. Warner said 
when the Government decided to go 
into the telephone business, they did 
not ask the people if they would pat- 
rohize the Government line. The peo- 
ple were a unit. in the support of 
this policy of the Gowernment and 
were just as unanimous in support of 
the Government establishing packing 


. He favored the idea of the 
Government going into the packing 
business and allow them to make 5 
or 6 per cent, profit on the invest- 
ment. 

“What would you allow the private 
enterprise?” 

“They have made 100 per aent 80 
long that it would do them good to 
go. without any,” said Mr. Parmen- 
ter, 

He had no doubt that the farmer 
would support the Government in- 
@titution, even ii the priva%: cor- 
poration offered a little more for the 
hogs. 

Railway Discrimination. 

Possibly the most important evi- 
dence of the day was given by Thos. 
R. Jevene, of Rosenroll. He told of 
a shipment of 33 cattle he made from 
Wetaskiwin, on October 11, 1906. He 
told the agent he was shipping them 
to Gordon, lIronsides & Co. The 
agent told him tl would get them 
shipped at a rate cheaper than ii he 
was shipping them on his own ac- 
count, as Gordon, Tronsides & Co. 
ship so many. 

“What was the difference in the 
rates?” 

“T think IT got our rate one-third 
lower, I have the statement at home 
and will send it to the Commission.”
